■ The Coaches for tasks in a process instance are generated by the underlying services for 
the activities in the business process definition (BPD) 

■ The Human Service editor has a tab that lists all the Coaches in that service definition 

■ An XML document is created contains that is passed through an XSLT transformation and 
the XML converted to an HTML document
